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Another Need for Uniformity 


ITH the long campaign for uniformity in traffic laws 

throughout the nation beginning to bear fruit, it 
seems to The Automotive Daily News that there is one mat- 
ter where a general agreement in procedure could be profit- 
ably used which has not received any attention. This is the 
matter of uniformity and protection in carrying the car reg- 
jstration certificates or cards for the motor vehicle. 

At the present time the states differ widely in the regu- 
Jations prescribing what shall be done with car registration 
certificates. Some ten states say that the certificates shall 
be carried in a holder “‘attached to the car.” About fifteen 
states insist that the operator shall carry the car certificate 
on his person and be ready to show it to any officer on 
demand. Eleven states content themselves with issuing a 
certificate for the car, but do not specify that it shall be 
carried on the car at all. 

Under modern conditions of traffic, it would seem to 
be necessary to have a registration certificate. The states 
which do not have this identification measure are in the 
main the less densely inhabited areas, where the press of 
traffic has not yet reached a critical stage. They will come 
to it before very long. 

If we grant the need for a vehicle license, there ought 
to be uniformity in carrying the identification card. Since 
this card refers specifically to the vehicle, it would seem 
that it should be carried on the vehicle at all times. 
Merely to throw the vehicle license card under the seat 
is a careless way of keeping it and is quite likely to result 
in loss at a most embarrassing time. Some method of 
carrying the card on the car should be provided that will 
keep it safely and always ready for use. 

The obvious method of carrying these license cards is 
in a holder of some kind, which will make them visible. If |

A holder designed to prevent the substitution of the 
registration card would be the means of adding theft pro- 
tection to the motorist, a big help to police departments 
tracing stolen cars, and, last but not least, a great help to the 
state motor vehicle departments in eliminating the thou- 
sands of requests for duplicate registration cards from 
motorists who have lost the originals.

Jersey Concern 
Forced to Carry 


Enormous Stock 


EWARK, N. J., March 11.— 
With dealers in automotive 
accessories, parts and shop equip- 
ment stocking less and less cach 
season, and buying from hand to 
mouth, jobbers are being com- 
pelled to carry more complete 
lines than ever before, according 
to A. L. Futterman, vice-president 
of Superior Distributors, Inc., 3 
Branford Place, this city. 

“In reality,’ Mr. Futterman said, 
“the dealer looks upon the jobber as 
his warehouse and expects him to 
make quicker delivery than ever be- 
fore, with the result that the job- 
ber must have a more complete line 
even at the tail end of a season. 

“While some winter accessories 
went over big. such as Globe shut- 
ters. Eveready Freezetone, Pyro 
alcohol and Ivo glycerin, we had 
quite a large stock on hand afte! 
the season closed This was due 
mostly to the fact that we had an 
open winter and there was not 
enough consumer demand. When 
it is also taken into consideration 
that dealers bought only from day 
to day it can easily be seen what 
the jobber is up against these days.” 

Discussing collections, Mr. Fut- 
terman said that they were more 
noticeably slow this winter and he 
believed that in this respect deal- 
ers, have been spoiled by some 
jobbers who have been too liberal 
on time payments. 

“If all jobbers,” 
continued, “insisted that pay- 
ments be made from thirty to 
sixty days the retail trade would 
be in a better condition than it 
is today.”

EW YORK, March 11.— 

Automotive stocks 
listed on the various ex- 
changes ran into stiff head- 
winds in the week just past, 
and failed to make the head- 
way that featured this group 
in the week previous.
